.8011 Streetward, tho Yates Street Ward, and the James ]itiy Wftrd. 

(a) The Johnson Street Ward shall include all that tract of land ly- 
ing between the Northern Bouudaij Line of the Corporation and 
a line rumiiny along the centre of Jolmson'Btreet^rotiii. the. Ferry 
easterly, and a straight continuation" Bubh' line 'tO 'tbe B^tejm 
boundary line of the Corporation, dfltribt section N6t 74,' and 
thence in a straight line to the City boondaiy stone, on the Cad- 
boro Bay Road at Mitchell's Nursery. 

(b) The Yates Street Ward shall include all that tract of laud lying 
between the southern boundaiy lino of the Johnson Street Ward 
and a line commencing at tho western extfemitjrof-J'oi't street, and 

' running thence eastwardly along the centre of Fort street and the 
Cadboro Bay road to the City boundary stone at Mitchell's Nursorj-. 

(c) The James Bay Ward shall include all that tract -of laud lying 
between tlie southern boundary line of the Yates , Street Wav^ on 
the one side, and the southern boundary line' of the Corporation on

.. 2. At the next election of Councillors and- thencefortn there shall 
'be two Municipal Councillors in Johnson Strtfet WafdV' three in 
Yates Street Ward ; and two in James Bay Ward; elected, in man- 
ner provided by law.

Britisb . Axnerican Cpmmis-^ 



The Joint OommiBsion, agpoiiited under 
the Treaty of Washington," to adjudicate 
upon claims of British and American snb- 
jects arising out'of the late civil war in the 
United States, have completed tboir ar- 
duous task. There were no fewer than 
four hundrod and niuety-Boven clftims 
prosonted by British subjects for damuges 
against the United Stntoa. Those ropio- 
^ented ninaty-livo millions of dollars; but 
many of them wore mado up upon tlio 
American principle of "conaotpiontial 
damages," and had to bo cut down. Tho 
work of tho Comuiiaaion was, thoreforo, a 
most laborious one, every claim having 
to be thoroughly sifted' add pruned, if 
found to be escossivo, as iadst olaims for 
damages are. Although many of the 
iBritish claims were rejected and others 
greatly reduced, still tho awards npi)oar 
to have giveu very general satisfaution. 
These claims consisted of personal ])ro- 

SGtty owned by the parties in tho United 
tates during the war, and in groat part 
of cotton owaod by British merchants, 
and destroyed through tho exigencies of 
the war; of damages for false imprison- 
ment, and of loss to sliipownors and mur- 
chants arising out of blockade-running 
•scapadoB, many of which must have been 
presented without any very distinct ox- 
pectation of success. However, after all 
the throwing out and ciitting down, the 
claims which the Commission dwarded'to 
be paid to British subjects by the United 
States amount to i5'2,:!0(),O00. There wore 
nineteen cases itresentod l)y subjects of 
the United States, claiming damages 
for losses arising out of the St. Albans 
Baid. But these claims were unanirnona- 
ly rejected by tho Commission. It will 
be remembered that the raid was planned 
at Montreal, and carried out with an 
amount of dash and daring well calculat- 
ed to excite interest and alarm; but it was 
jilanned so secretly and executed so sud- 
denly that not a shadow of blame attached 
to Canada. Altogether tho result of the 
labors of this Commission may be ^•egard- 
ed as satisfactory, tiewed ' from 
a British standpoint; and this is about 
the only part of the Washington Treaty 
in respect of wUich the United States have 
not had the best of it. Looking at tho 
result of this Commission as another step 
in the great work of international anjust- 
ment and the establishment of enduring 
amity and peace between the two great 
Anglo-Saxon peoples, it intist bo satis- 
factory to all right-tliinkiiig subjects of 
both nations. Tho much abu.sed and lit- 
tle appreciated Trentv of Washington^ is 
gradually accomplishing its great mission 
of peace, j,^,,,,,^^^^.^,,^^^,^ 

iDstcB to tho 18tli Sept.] 

On tho 17th tho Queen loft Inveriochy 
Castle, and proceeded to Inverness by way 
of the Caledonian Canal, the route em- 
bracing some of the finest scenery of the 

Highlands. Her ^Majesty remained for 
some time in Inverness, and then continu- 
ed her jouruay by rail to Balmoral, which 
was reached nt about eleven o'clock at 
night. 

Between Vittoriaand Madrid an express 
train had been thrown oflf tbi^'iraUs while 
crosainga bridge over theDouro.

A Conference on International Law, 
which had been sitting at Ghent, had re- 
sulted in the formation of an Internation- 
al Law Institute, to which were remitted 
for consideration tho subjects of Arbitra- 
tion, tho Three lluh's of tho' Treaty of 
Washington, and tho codification of the 
Law of Nations bearing upon private pro- 
perty. It was proposed to hold the con- 
ference next year at GenevBj,. > J, ' 

Besolutions had been 'adopted by tho 
Catholic Bishop and clergy of the Diocese 
of Cloyno in favour of Home Rule. This 
■was tho liratdistinct onim ui.tionof opinion 
on tho part of the (Jatholic hierarchy as a 
body in reference to this inovoinent. 

A largo body of French Protestants had 
memorialised their co-ruligiouists wlio are 
members of the Assembly to oppose a 
Monarchical restoration. 

A report from Castletown states that the 
Devastation has experienced at last tiio 
long-wished for trial of her sea going 
(]nalitie.s. Tn clearing l^astern Bay sho 
I'UcoiintLrod very heavy seas, and her 
buoyancy elicited universal admiration. 

According to the Joimi(!i{:,de PaHa, a 
jSritiah traveller had arrived in the jPreuoh 
capital bringing news <jf J)r, Liyingtone 
down to July. Ho rejiorted that the great 
traveller was in good health. 

^\'llile tho public mind was still oxorcis- 
ed with regard to the mutilated remains 
found in tho Thames, an unpleasant dis- 
oovery had been made at East-end. Mr. 
Bobort Boll, residing at '5, Mill-ynrd, 
White.'hapel, found nndor the tiles on tho 
roof of hi.s house a basket containing a 
human skull. Half tho scalp was attacli- 
ed, and there was ap])arcnt cvidonco that 
the flesh had been oaton byrnts. No «ug- 
gostion was offered to explain how the 
baskot came there, and the matter was 
placed in the hands of the police for in- 
vestigation.

The Disaster to the British Force- 
On tho 11th of August, u boat expedition, 
commanded by Commodore Connneroll, V. 
C, Ci , B.,Aidu-de-Camp to the Queen, start- 
ed from her Majesty's ship Battlesnako, 
whioh yraa tben at antshot x>S the month 
of tho Eiver Prah, to take soundings aud 
to endeavor to ascertain if the River Prah 
oven at this season after tho heavy rains, 
conld be made available lor a few miles 
to convfy them to th(! front, and thus ea- 
abhi the naval forces to give some ussis- 
tancQ to a colnnm which it was intended 
to maroii inland to where it was suppos- 
ed tho Ashantea head-quarters were. 
Coinmoilore Commeroll was accompanied 
among others, by Cai)taiii Lnxinore, of 
her Majesty's ship Argus, and Captain 
Heldon, tho Civil Conunaudaut of Socon- 
dee. Tho expedition consisted of two 
rttoam launclios, a ship's gig, and surf 
boats. Before attemptiDg to cross tho bar 
at the mouth of the Prah, it was resolved 
to garrison tho .small town of Chainah, 
which is situated on tho sea-shore a short 
dislanco to tho westward of whore tho 
Piah enters the soa. There is small fort 
there, ori finally built by tlic DutoL, but 
which now belongs to us. Top armed 
Fantce police wore landed at'-Ohamah, 
and wore Isft in charge of the fort thoro. 
The boats had not long loft Chamah when 
a body of .\Hhantoes, who were ambushed 
nour the town with the connivance of its 
inhabitants, rushed in, and, aided by tho 
people of Chamah, attnokod tho Fnutee 
nolico.

They then proceed- 
ed to advance up tho river, taking sound- 
ingna they went. Commodore Commorell's 
boat leading. I'hoy had gone but a very 
abort distance, when a murderona Ih'e was 
poured into them by o, large body of Ash- 
antefii aad.C)h4.wahs who w«r« amhasbed 



of the Prah. Commodore Co mniorell re- 
ceived no less than four wounds, two of 
them serious ones. Captain Luxmore, uf 
tho Argus, was also hit. Capt. Heldon 
roeoived a bad wound, being struck by a 
slug, which ripi)od open all the top of his 
head. At this time tho ('oininodoro's 
boat was hidden by a sharp bend in the 
river from the siuf-buaL, with English 
srilors in it who had l>oun transferred to 
it from tho Gold Coast Government launch. 
Tho surf-boat was also assailed by asharp 
musketry lire, and in tho confusion and 
alarm caused by the sudden attack the 
boat eapsized^ and its crew ]n-3eipilat«l 
into the river. With the o.xcept'on of ono 
seaman all succeeded in getting back into 
tbo surf-boat, or into ono of tho other 
boats. A party of Ashautoes ruslied bold- 
ly out from their cover, and wading into 
the river, seized upon one unfortunato 
seaman, and dragged him to the bank, 
whore, in tho ])resenca of his borritied 
comrades, they hacked olT his head with 
their long knives, and carried it oh' in tri- 
umph, 'i'ho crews of the attacked boats 
were only able to oll'er a very feeble I'csist- 
iince, They did not exi)ect the nttack, 
and their arms wore all lying at the liot- 
torn of tho boats. All the boats retreated 
to the Eattlesnake ns quickly as possible. 
Commodore Commerell's life was at first 
despaired of, but ho has .since rallied. 
Severe punishment was, howi^vor, inflict- 
ed on Chamah. The liattksaake bom- 
barded and destroyed tho town. It is be- 
lieved, however, that boforo the bombard- 
ment occurred, all the llghtuif men in the 
town had taken refuge in the bush. H is 
reported that Colonel Harley was adverse 
to tho expedition to tho Prah, and point- 
ed out tho dangers likely to arise from it. 
It is extraordinary that "the boats escaped 
without oven heavier Joss. Tliey were for 
the time completely id tho mercy of their 
assailants. Had the Ashnntees been arm- 
ed with good weapons, not a man would 
have escaped alive. 'Tho Ashnntees ap- 
pear do/leiont in ammunition. They iiseu 
slugs and small stones instead of bullets. 
Commodore Conimorell was struck on tho 
breast by a stoiio or other missile, and al- 
though ahakon by tho force of tho blow, 
it did not penetrate.
